“There  are  several  points 
regarding  Sunday  evening’s 
announcement  of  the  university’s 
position  on  athletic  relatonships 
with  BYU  that  have  been 
misinterpreted  and  need 
clarification. 

‘‘1)  The  University  of 
Washington  has  made  no  finding 
or  declaration  regarding  so-called 
“racism”  on  either  BYU  or  the 
Mormon  Church.  The  university 
has  simply  said  that  it  will  honor 
its  existing  contracts  for  athletic 
contests  with  BYU,  that  it  has  no 
plans  to  schedule  others  and  that 
it  intends  to  continue  to  honor 
the  right  of  student  athletes  to 
not  -participate  in  contests  with 
particular  institutions  as  a matter 
of  conscience. 

“2)  There  has  been  no 
“termination”  of  athletic  or  other 
relationship  with  BYU.  Again,  the 
university’s  position  is  precisely  as 
I stated  it  Sunday  evening:  The 


university  intends  to  honor  its 
existing  schedule  of  athletic 
events  with  BYU,  but  it  has  no 
plans  to  schedule  other  events  in 
the  future. 

Misunderstanding 
“3)  There  is  a good  deal  of 
misunderstanding  and 
misapprehension  about  the  timing 
of  my  announcement  of  the 
university’s  position,  with  some 
persons  apparently  feeling  that 
the  university  has  somehow 
capitulated  to  the  demands  of  the 
BSU,  because  we  had  previously 
indicated  that  we  needed  more 
time.  This  is  not  the  case.  It  is 
true,  as  I said  Sunday,  that  the 
university  was  and  is  faced  with 
an  extremely  hazardous  and 
explosive  situation  in  which  I feel 
that  our  first  consideration  must 
be  the  protection  and  life  and 
safety  of  persons  on  the  university

Maxwell  Says  Gospel 
Can  Cure  Social  Ills 


Every  social  and  political 
problem  of  any  significance  can 
be  solved  by  the  application  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  stated 
Devotional  assembly  speaker  Neal 
Maxwell,  Tuesday. 

A Regional  Representative  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  Maxwell  is  also 
executive  vice  president  of  the 
University  of  Utah  and  an 
assistant  professor  of  political 
science. 

Speaking  of  the  application  of 
the  laws  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  Maxwell  compared 
spiritual  laws  with  the  laws  of 
nature. 

“The  ecology  and  world  of  law 
which  pertain  to  spiritual 
law  ...  are  just  as  inexorable  as 
the  ecology  and  the  law  of 
nature,”  he  stated. 

He  added  that  any  one  of  the 
doctrines  goes  wild  when 
separated  and  has  to  be  “weaved 
together  in  the  fabric  of 
orthodoxy.” 

Maxwell  said  men  should  and 
do  worry  about  environmental 
pollution,  “but  a home  in  which 
there  is  not  love  pollutes  society 
Just  as  surely”  as  men  pollute 
their  environment. 

He  stated  that  the  “violation  of 
chastity”  and  the  “floods  of 
anguish”  which  follow  that 
violation  are  comparable  to  the 


damaging  stripmining  in  places 
like  the  West  Virginia  hills. 

“The  violence  of  war  is 
tragic-so  is  alcoholism,”  Maxwell 
continued.  “If  we  are  against 
violence,  then  alcohol  is  obscene,” 
he  stated  in  connection  with  its 
consequences. 

Urging  men  to  keep  their 
perspective,  he  warned  them  to 
avoid  “running  around  with  fire 
extinguishers  in  the  middle  of  a 
flood.” 

Maxwell  said  the  ability  to 
forgive  each  other  “is  born  of  a 
sense  of  brotherhood  which  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  tells.” 

Too  many  people  think  of  God 
as  a ‘‘kindly  grandfather  who 
indulges  us,”  he  added,  when 
actually  God  is  committed  to  our 
growth  and  trusts  us  to  each 
other. 

Seed-Bearers 

“You  are  the  seed-bearers  of  the 
growth  of  the  kingdom,”  Maxwell 
said  to  BYU  students,  asking  them 
to  lead  the  way  and  “be  young 
Latter-day  Saints  who  do  what  is 
right.”  He  urged  “your  generation 
to  be  idealists  without  illusions.” 

“The  Church  prods  me  to  feel,” 
Maxwell  said.  “It  prods  me  to 
act.”  It  moves  us  to  action  in  a 
concerted  and  perfective  way 
that,  left  to  ourselves,  many  of  us 
would  not  otherwise  complete,  he 
stated.

‘Protest  Not  Against  Y’—Watts 


“It’s  deeper  than  BYU  or  the 
Mormon  Church,”  said  basketball 
coach  Stan  Watts,  speaking  of 
recent  anti-BYU  demonstrations 
occuring  at  sporting  events. 
Speaking  to  the  BYU  chapter  of 
the  American  Association  of 
University  Professors  (AAUP) 
yesterday,  Watts  concluded, 
“These  people  aren’t  after  us. 
They’re  after  America.” 

Watts,  along  with  football  coach 
Tommy  Hudspeth  and  Dean 
Milton  F.  Hartvigsen  of  the 
College  of  Physical  Education, 
was  invited  by  the  AAUP  to 


discuss  the  topic 
“Demonstrations,  Recruiting,  and 
the  Faculty.”  All  agreed  that 
BYU’s  policies  or  the  policies  of 
The  Church  were  not  the  central 
issue  in  the  recent 
demonstrations.  “We’re  just  an 
incident,  a cause,  one  of  many 
causes,”  said  Dean  Hartvigsen.  He. 
concluded  that  the 
demonstrations  occurred  because 
“often  athletics  will  make  the 
page.”  Watts  laid  the  blame  with 
“trained”  militants  and 
concluded,  “The  greatest  worry  to 
me  is  America  and  our  whole 
educational  system.”

Night  Has  a Tousand  Eyes,”  will 
be  the  next  number  by  the  men. 
It  will  be  followed  by  Randall 
Thompson’s  “Tarantella.”  Fiery 
rhythms  and  lyrical  sections 
depict  memories  of  the  Spanish 
Civil  War.  Piano  accompaniment 
will  be  by  Linda  Swenson. 

The  two  choruses  will  combine 
for  the  finale,  “Hymn  of  Praise,” 
from  the  opera,  “Cavalleria 
Rusticana,”  by  Mascagni. 


“Harmon  Killebrew  exemplifies 
all  that  is  good  in  the  sports 
world,”  said  Vernon  Law  at  a 
luncheon  following  the 
Devotional  assembly  in  which 
Killebrew  received  the  1970 
Exemplary  Manhood  Award. 

Killebrew,  voted  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  of  1969,  spoke  at 
the  luncheon  as  guest  of  honor, 
on  family  life  and  self.  “Sooner  or 
later  each  of  us  has  to  learn  to 
respect  himself  and  live  with 
himself.  And  we  should  not 
confuse  self-respect  with 
self-conceit,”  he  said. 

“I  myself  try  to  do  the  best 
possible  when  I go  out  on  the 
field  so  that  I will  have  no  regrets 
afterwards,”  he  added.  Involved  in 
spring  training  two  weeks  now, 
Killebrew  said  he  didn’t  like  being 


away  from  his  family  or  “living 
out  of  a suitcase.” 

On  family  and  the  responsibility 
of  parents,  he  saw  no  reason  for 
letting  “children  grow  up  in  a 
vacuum  in  order  to  develop  their 
own  philosophy.”  Such  parents 
must  doubt  their  own  convictions, 
he  said. 

He  suggested  that  this  might  be 
the  reason  for  the  “hippie”  who 
has  “freedom  with  no  direction.” 


“It  is  wrong  for  the  protesters  to 
take  the  law  into  their  own  hands 
and  try  to  destroy  the  time  tested 
ideals  and  laws  we  hold,” 
Killebrew  added. 

He  ended  by  saying  he  has 
hopes  of  coming  back  to  BYU  and 
added,  “As  a father,  I expect  to 
live  a life  that  will  be  exemplary 
to  my  two  sons,  to  keep  my 
convictions,  and  to  help  my 
children  find  the  right  goals.”

To  be  eligible  for  competition  a 
girl  must  have  maintained  amateur 
status,  which  means  all 
participants  haven’t  received 
money  other  than  expenses  for 
the  respective  performances.

“It’s  a contained  humor  with 
Polonius,”  explained  Warriner  in 
resonant  tones.  “You  must 
remember,  though,  that  he’s  a 
very  astute  politician.” 

The  rest  of  the  cast  filed  in. 
“Hello,  Sir  Frederick,”  greeted  a 
young  girl.  With  his  arms  folded, 
legs  crossed,  ascot  at  throat,  and 
silver  white  hair,  he  deserved  the 
appellation. 

“Oh,  my  dear,”  he  sighed,  “it 
would  take  pages  to  list  the 
Shakespearean  parts  I’ve  played. 
I’ve  been  Shylock  . . .all  together 
about  28  characters.” 

Throaty-voiced  Tamara  Daniel 
was  winding  her  hair  on  top  of  her 
head  in  preparation  to  be 
Gertrude,  Hamlet’s  mother,  in  a 
few  minutes. 

She  reflected  the  air  of  the  New 
York  profession  as  she  chatted 
about  acting.  “The  tour  has  been 
since  September,”  she  explained 
about  the  troupe.  “I’ve  only  been 
with  them  since  January.  I was 
glad  to  get  it;  there  wasn’t 
anything  happening  in  New 
York.” 


“I  got  my  start  at  the  University 
of  Minnesota  for  one  year,”  she 
began  softly  as  another  actress 
hummed  loudly  on  the  other  side 
of  the  mirror. 

“Then  I won  a scholarship  to 
the  American  Shakespeare 
Festival  in  Stratford,  Conn.”  The 
experience  led  Miss  Daniel  to 
numerous  roles  in  Greek  tragedies. 
But  she  has  been  in  daytime 
television,  a few  modern  plays, 
commercials,  and  a movie  with 
Walter  Matthau,  soon  to  be 
released. 

Unlike  Warriner,  who  had  spent 
the  day  visiting,  she  was 
unfamiliar  with  the  campus.  “But 
it  looks  beautiful,”  she  said.  “And 
the  country  here  is  magnificent!” 

In  the  men’s  dressing  room,  the 
race  to  get  ready  in  time  for  the 
afternoon  performance  was  on. 
Robert  Burr  arrived  later  than 
expected  and  conversed  while  he 
rapidly  applied  pancake  and  rouge 
to  his  face. 

Laughter  was  prevalent  as  Burr 
tried  to  name  a company  which 
had  no  name.  A “festival 


company”  was  thrown  out  and 
“producer-manager”  company 
was  accepted.  “We  were  all  chosen 
by  the  producer  out  of  the  blue 
and  thrown  together  for  these  two 
plays.” 

Audience  reaction  to  these 
plays.  Burr  said,  was  best  in 
universities  where  “they  haven’t 
got  their  minds  as  closed  as  the 
general  public  seem  to.” 

Seeing  some  of  the 
demonstrations  in  the  universities 
Burr  commented  that  he  believed 
students  had  every  right  to  try 
and  effect  change  but  he  did  not 
advocate  violence. 

Search  For  New  Roles 

The  tour  ends  April  11,  at 
which  time  all  will  have  to  search 
for  new  roles.  Burr  hopes  to  do 
Richard  II,  Macbeth,  Richard  III, 
or  Man  of  La  Mancha.  He  believes 
that  every  actor  is  limited  to  a 
certain  degree. 

When  asked  about  the  future  of 
the  stage,  he  said,  “The  stage  is 
dying  a slow  death.  The  price  is 
getting  too  high  for  theaters  and 
audiences  would  rather  sit  at 


home  and  watch  the  free  shows 
on  television.” 

Burr  himself  has  been  on  an 
afternoon  television  serial  entitled 
“Love  Is  A Many  Splendored 
Thing.”  More  recent  than  that  was 
his  three-month  engagement  with 
the  Sir  John  Gielgud  production 
of  “Hamlet”  as  Bernardo  and  a 
stand-in  for  Richard  Burton.  He 
stood  in  for  Burton  twice  as 
Hamlet.
